4,  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Out  of  a  total  of  approximately  3000  inhabitated  premises 
within  the  Borough,  some  700  are  fitted  with  pail  closets, 

16  with  earth  closets  and  about  130  with  cesspools®  In 
addition  about  60  houses  have  waterclosets  discharging 
directly  into  open  ditches  or  the  Creek  at  Hoy bridge «  These 
conditions  are  to  say  the  least  quite  unsatisfactory  in  1950 0 
Very  little  can  bo  done  to  improve  these  conditions,  as  there 
is  no  alternative  drainage  services  available  and  until  the 
long  awaited  Sewerage  Scheme  is  put  into  effect  it  appears 
that  they  must  continue  tg.cq.use  varying  Negroes  of  public 
health  nuisance  „  It  is  to  be  "hoped  that  these  fact  will  have 
due  weight  against  any  argument  which  may  be  advanced 
for  a  postponement  of  the  sewerage  proposals.

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Night  soil  is  collected  twice  weekly  and  is  disposed 
of  by  emptying  into  the  main  sewer  outfall  and  eventual 
discharge  into  the  River  Blackwater.  This  service  works 
quite  satisfactorily  but  the  need  for  its  existence  is  a 
permanent  reminder  of  the  need  for  the  long  delayed 
sewer ago  scheme. 

The  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  and  during  the  year  considerable 
improvement  has  been  achieved  in  the  condition  of  the  Council’s 
tip.  The  tip  has  been  extended  during  the  year  and  the  land 
now  acquired  should  provide  adequate  tipping  for  a  long 
period,  but  in  view  of  the  close  proximity  of  the  tip  to  the 
Recreation  Ground  great  care  must  always  be  exercised  in 
supervising  the  tipping  operations  in  order  to  prevent 
nuisances  which  will  offend  the  many  visitors  to  Maid on. 

6.  HOUSING.

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REPORT  ON  THE 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  BOROUGH, 

Mr0  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  report  tb  which  I  have  the  pleasure  of  contributing 
this  preface  gives  details  of  duties  undertaken  in  the  main  by 
my  predecessor  Mr*  E. A. Irving,  since  I  did  not  take  up  my 
appointment  in  the  Borough  until  late  in  September,  1950. 

In  consequence  there  is  not  very  much  comment  I  can  make, 
except  to  say  that  upon  my  arrival  I  was  able  to  gather  up  the 
threads  of  the  work  with  considerable  ease,  due  in  largo  measure 
to  the  effecient  office  routine  and  the  helpfulness  of  Mrs. Burgess, 
the  clerk  in  the  Health  Department* 

The  promotion  of  Gleaner  Food  Handling  and  production 
methods  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  today  and  to  this  end 
the  Council  adopted  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15,  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1938,  which  wore  confirmed  and  camo  into  operation  in  June  1950 

To  emphasise  the  importance  of  this  subject  and  in  or dor 
to  secure  publicity  for  these  Byelaws,  I  made  arrangements  to  give 
talks  to  Food  traders  and  to  various  local  womens’  organisations. 
This  may  be  said  to  be  a  Clean  Food  Campaign  in  a  modest  way  and 
it  has  received  ready  response  and  co-operation  from  the  traders. 

In  any  such  campaign  I  an  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Customers  need  quite  as  much  education  as  the  traders.  The  dirty 
shopping  basket  or  the  assortment  it  ofton  contains,  into  which 
the  trader  has  to  pack  goods  ho  has  endeavoured  to  keep  clean,  do 
not  encourage  him  to  achieve  better  standards. 

The  other  out-standing  problem  of  daily  concern  is  the 
Housing  shortage  and  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  oxisting 
properties.  At  tho  present  rato  of  building,  wo  aro  not  providing 
enough  new  houses  to  overcome  the  annual  wastage  of  old  promisos. 
Duo  to  tho  standstill  on  all  but  absolutely  ossontial  repairs  sinco 
1939, this  wastage  becomes  progressively  greater  every  yoar. 

The  vast  majority  of  theso  unfit  houses  have  now  reached 
tho  stage  where  they  cannot  bo  repairod  economically  and  suroly  wo 
have  loft  behind  tho  idays-.  of  mako  do  and  mond  and  nood  to  begin 
a  poriod  of  constructive  development.  Houses  fit  and  valuable 
enough  must  bo  completely  reconditioned,  the  others  must  bo 
condemned  and  their  occupiers  given  a  chance  of  now  accommodation. 

I  should  like  to  offer  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
encouragement  and  assistance  given  me  by  Dr.  I. L.R. Philip ,  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  my  new  surroundings  and  wish  him  well 
in  his  retirement  from  that  Office,  which  has  become-  effective  sine 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  compilation  of  this  report.
